Gentlemen: 

May I ask for your kind assistance regarding a collection 
of Rare books. They were common property of my brother Dr.Emil 
Kaufmann and myself and were left in the custody of the rare 
book dealer Felix Grafe and his wife Elizabeth, both Vienna, 
Neudeggergasse 7 when we emigrated in 1940. The collection was 
seized by the Gesatapo, Vienna in or about 1942 at the time when 
Felix Grafe was indicted, tried by the Volksgerichtshof and 
executed for his Anti-Nazi activities. Elizabeth Grafe passed on 
to me a rather vague information given to her by the Gestapo 
that the books were sent to s place somewhere in Germany. As a 
matter of fact, neither the Austrian "Ministerium ftir Vermigens— 
sicherung und Wirtschaftsplanung" nor.the National Library 
Wationalbibliothek ) nor the "Dorotheum" Vienna, were able to 
decate the books. From the list given below it will be seen that 
the books were very early prints, item No 1, Waldseemueller, a 
precious incunabulum, worth about ¥ 1.100 and the total] value of 
the set may amount to ¥ 2.000 or # 2.500. 


My brother and I are citizens of the U.S.4. and residents 
there in since 1940. 
I wish to thank you for everything you will eb13 to do 
in our behalf.
